GAINED BY BUSSE. 


Mayor Induces Council Com- 
mittee to Yield to Demand 
of Hundreds of Busi- 

ness Men. 


IS VICTORY FOR PROPLE. 


From Attorney Payne’s Remarks 
It Is Inferred the Com- 
pany Will Accept 


the Change. 


Mayor Busse took five minutes yesterday 
afternoon to explain to the majority of the 
gas, oll, and electric light committee that a 
serlous mistake was being made in the fran- 
chise ordinance for the Chicago Telephone 
company. 

The majority, which has not been able to 
hear the increasing popular demand for the 
retention of the flat rate, unlimited service, 
did listen when the mayor was the spokes- 
man. 

In fifteen minutes the members of the com- 
mittee completely reversed themselves. They 
voted to maintain the present rate of $125 a 
year for unlimited business service and, so 
far ag the fight against the ordinance was 
concerned in retaining the service at the 
present price, it is won. 


Enforces Popular Demand. 

Thousands of telephone subscribers who had 
been assalling the committee to prevent an in- 
crease in the price of business telephone serv- 
ice will congratulate themselves that the op- 
position has been able to gain this conces- 
sion from the aldermen who had been per- 
suaded by the company that measured rates 
were of divine and flat rates of satanic origin. 

What an energetic minority on the commit- 
tee, headed by Ald. Snow and Foell, had been 
fighting all spring and summer to secure, eam 
easily when the mayor entered the field. 

By the action of the committee, Attorney 
Maclay Hoyne, counsel for the committee, is 
authorized to draw an amendment to the 
ordinance which will provide for the present 
flat rate of $125 a year and which will contain 
provisions protecting the company, and in a 
way the patrons of the company in general, 
from the abuse of the flat rate service. 

So far as it is possible to prevent the use 
of unlimited business telephones by other 
than the subscribers themselves the ordi- 
nance will endeavor to do so. 


Flat Rate to Be Optional. 


The subscribers may have their choice of 
the two services. They can take the flat 
rate at $125 a year, as at present, or they can | 
take the new measured rates proposed in tune 
ordinance before the flat rate concession was 
secured. 

These measured rates are lower than the 


demonstrated clearly in the - fight made 
against the ordinance that they contemplated | 
a higher priced service than that given now 
to flat rate users. 

Although Attorney John Barton Payne, 
representing the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, said the action of the committee came 
as a surprise, there is reason to believe that 
the company, seeingthe impossibility of gét- 
ting its ordinance thrgugh the city council 
in its present shape, consented to’retain the 
present rate. 


Committee Vote Is Unanimous. 

The committee reached its decision without 
a dissenting vote. The unanimity was re- 
markable, almost astounding to the minority 
members who had fought for three months 
steadi'y and who had been unable to make an 
impression on their associates. 

In reaching the decision to make the flat 
rate $125 a year the committee has not 
considered whether this in itself is a reason- 
able rate from the subscribers’ viewpoint, 
but assumes that inasmuch as the subscribers 
were fighting to keep what they have now 
they will be satisfied to have this permission. 

A subscriber who is confident that his out- 
going calls will not average over five or six 
a day can elect to take the new measured 
rates and will get his service at less than 
$125 a year. 

A subscriber who knows that his outgoing 
calls will average over ten or eleven calls 
a day can take the flat rate unlimited service 
andtescape the higher prices which the pro- 
posed measured rate service would have 
forced on him. 


Other Provisions Unchanged. 


There is no change in the provisions of the 
crdinance reducing residence flat rate tele- 
phones from $100 to $72 for single party lines 
and from $75 to $56 for two party lines. The 
improvements in the prepayment, nickel 
service will be made and the guarantees re- 
duced. In granting the concession to the 
business users the committee does not take 
from all other subscribers the benefits which 
the ordinance proposed for them. 

There still remain provisions in the ordi- 
nance which are not satisfactory to the mi- 
nority which fought it, but it is probable 
it can be passed by the city council with 
the retention of the present flat rate, which, 
by the terms of the measure, can be changed, 
along with all other rates, in two and a haif 
years and every five years thereafter. 


Company Is Expected to Accept. 

That the company will accept it without 
much protest was an inference permissible 
from the statement of Mr. Payne. 

“The action was a surprise,“ he said, 
“and, of course, we don't like it, but we may 
be in the same position as the man who was 
burying his wife, and was told he would 
have to ride with his mother-in-law to the 
cemetery. The undertaker told him, and he 
refused. The minister told him and he re- 
fueed. Then they had a friend of the family 
go to him and explain that he would make a

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MORE BOMBS FOR GAMBLERS. 


Attempt Made to Dynamite the 
Residence of Mont Tennes. 


O'MALLEY ALSO. IS TARGET. 


Two Explosions Follow the One at the 
House of John Condon. 


Dynamite plote against big gamblers 
are again afoot, as a part of the war be- 
tween rival camps of the profession. 

An attempt to blow up the residence of 
Mont Tennes, the professional operator of 
gambling houses, at 404 Belden avenue, was 
made at 9 o'clock last night by some person 
unknown to the police. The miscreant was 
armed with a steel cased bomb. 

Five days ago a similar attempt was made 
to dynamite the saloon operated by Ex-Sena- 
tor John F. O'Malley at Clark and Kinzie 
streets. This case had been kept secret. 

Both attacks, barren of serious result, were 
in other respects similar to that recently 
made upon the residence of Blind John“ 
Condon, an associate of Tennes, at 2623 Mich- 
igan avenue. At that time the front of Con- 
don’s Ubrary was torn out and the lives of 
the occupants of the house were saved only 
by the fact that they were in the back rooms 
at the time. 

The whole series of incidents grows out of 
jealousy between warring factions of gam- 
blers and of efforts on the part of partisans 
of the opposition to frighten the men thug 
attacked. 


Concussion Shakes Neighborhood. 

In the attack last night on Tennes’ house 
the bomb exploded in a stone paved alley 
in the rear of Tennes’ garage, which con- 
tained a new $5,000 automobile, but it did 
no further damage than that of tearing a 
hole eight inches deep in the alley, breaking 
four windows in the Tennes house, and 
splitting a plank eight inches thick in two. 

The concussion shook the entire neighbor- 
hood, and pieces of steel from the casing of 
the bomb were scattered over the premises. 

The house occupied by Tennes and his wife 
ana children is a comfortable, rather hand- 
some three story frame structure on the 
north side of the street. Around the front 
part of it is a spacious porch. 


Police Hasten to the Scene. 
When the explosion occurred the police of 
the North Halsted street station were notified 
by neighbors that the well known residence 
had been destroyed. It caused windows to 
rattie for a radius of several blocks. Ser- 


|} geant Kilgore and several policemen has- 


tened to the scene. 

They found the gambler apparently cool 
and unconcerned. He said he had been tak- 
ing a bath in the house when the explosion 
occurred, and that his wife also was in the 
house. He pooh poohed the idea that dyna- 
mite had been used, and ascribed the explo- 
sion to boys playing with firecrackers.” 
The ice were not permitted to nose about 
| any too much. 

“JT have no idea that snyhody wants to 
injure me,“ Mont Tennes ere assured 
them. 

The fact that the explosion | nded its 
force downwards and that 3 of steel 
were found convinced the police that a dyna- 
mite bomb and not a firecracker wag used. 
There was no sign of paper from a fre- 
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Powers, 412 Belden avenue, and J. B. Noelle. 
whp lives at the same address. Powers and 
Noélle were sitting in their back yard, close ) 
to the alley, and looking along the fence 
towards Tennes’ back yard when they saw 
‘a stream of flre fly across the back fence ) 
of a yard that fronts on Kemper place. 

The missile fell short of Tennes’ side of the 
fence and burst immediately. The watchers 
were almost stunned for several minutes by 
the heavy concussion. They did not see any- 
body running away. Bert Belleck reported 
to the police that he heard the explosion sey- 
eral blocks away. 

The police searched the neighborhood for 
traces of the bomb thrower, but up to an early 
hour this morning had not found him. 

An acquaintance of Tennes told Sergeant 
Kilgore of the North Halsted street station 
that recently Tennes had received several 
threatening letters. When the police asked 
him about this Tennes denied he had re- 
ceived any such letters. 


Explosion in O’Malley’s Saloon. 

The attempt against O’Mailey’s saloon oe- 
curred during the night last Saturday. Some 
person gained access to the basement and 
placed there a stick of dynamite to which was 
attached a time fuse. 

The explosion followed and that the engi- 
neer, who was in another part of the base- 
ment, was not injured was credited to the 
fact that the force of the explosion was ex- 
pended in another direction. Only a dog was 
killed. 

The patrons in the saloon were startled, 
put no serious damage Was done to the buſld- 
ing. 


CATCHES KING OF “MUSKIES”

Eau Claire Judge, When 67% Pounder 
Upsets Boat, Ties Line Around Self 
and Lands Him. 


Haywood, Wis., July 23.—[(Special.]—Pit- 
the monster fish in an hour's battle, Judge 
W. F. Bailey of Eau Claire landed the mon- 
arch muskellunge of Sand lake, a sixty-seven 
and one-half pounder, and won the cham- 
pionship of the region for his club, the King- 
fishers.

Former P. O. Official Flees; Weird Do- 
mestic and Financial Tangle. 


New York, July 28.—[Speclal.I— With two 
women here claiming a legal right to his 
name and seeking to locate in Chicago a 
third woman with the same right and with 
a host of creditors on his trail, Capt. Fred- 
erick F. Stoll has gone suddenly into retire- 
ment.

Vanishes After Wives Meet. 

Stoll’s disappearance followed closely a call 
made by Mrs. Julia Garrett Stoll of Broad- 
way and Seventy-fifth street on Capt. aud 
Mrs. Alma Earle Stoll at the Hotel Albany. 
It is. admitted the call was full of incidents, 
and included choking, the free use of a par- 
asol, the rapid use of words, and wound up 
with fainting. 

It was Mrs. Alma Earle Stoll who was 
choked by Mrs. Julia Garrett Stoll. It was 
the captain who received the blows from the 
parasol an dalso the words, and it was the 
visitor who fainted. 

Stoll has been a picturesque figure in New 
York City for about seven years. He came 
from Chicago. He is about 49 years of age, 
tall, impressive looking, always well dressed, 
and suave. He is what is known as a 
‘* hustler,” and in a dozen real estate schemes 
usually landed on his feet. 


Runs Two Households at Once. 

Miss Alma Earle, a young actress from San 
Francisco, met Captain Stollin April. On the 
night of June 27 they were married. Imme- 
diately after the wedding Captain Stoll and 
his bride took an expensive suite at the Al- 
bany. A maid was obtained for the bride and 
she was given carte blanche in the matter of 
dresses. The only thing that clouded the 
honeymoon was the fact that the captain 
was so often compelled to go out of town 
overnight on business trips. 

He would telegraph usually from Easton, 
Pa, from Buffalo, or other distant points, 
and how he was able to do it, now that all 

sides have talked over the matter, is a mys- 
tery. He always was at his other home when

MOB KOSHER MBAT SHOPS 


Philadelphia Jewish Women in 
Long Struggle with Police. 


NINETY-TWO UNDER ARREST. 


Two Stores and Destroy Stock. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 25.—[Special.]— 
urged to a pitch of frenzy by the speeches 
of socialists at a massmeeting the night be- 
fore, 20,000 Jewish women and a few men 
today mobbed the kosher butcher shops in 
the southern section of thecity. Armed with 
pitchers and buckets of kerosene and acids, 
they held their ground for hours, and pre- 
vented a single pound of meat being,sold in 
any shops that had aroused their ire. 

After nearly half a day of pitched battles 
with the rioters, the police tonight were able 
to formulate the results of the day’s disor- 
der. They were as follows: 

Ninety-two women under arrest, charged 
with assault and battery and inciting to riot. 


Two women in Mount Sinai hospital suffering 


from acid burns. Police say they attempted to 
buy meat against the orders of the mob and 
that in consequence they were deluged with car- 
bolic acid. One of them, Rosie Isaacson, may 
die. 

Two butcher shops wrecked, one at 712 South 
Fourth street, kept by 8. Bricketts, and the 


other at 806 South Third. 
Twenty tons of meat rendered useless by 


kerosene, 
March Against Shop. 

The crowd first proceeded to the meat shop 
at 1303 South Seventh street. A crowd of 200 
angry women, in which were a dozen men, 
gathered in front of the shop. No one had 
the temerity to brave the crowd and en- 
deavor to enter the store, which is conducted 
by Joseph Berman. Suddenly from the 
crowd emerged Max Jasper, who conducts 
a milk shop at 1317 South Seventh street. 

„ can go in there and buy meat and no- 
body will bother me,” he shouted defiantly 
at the crowd. 

Samuel Greenberg, a special policeman, 
who, with twenty other police, had arrived 
in response to a riot call, rushed to Jasper’s 
assistance. Just then a disturbance started 
on the outskirts of the mob. Mrs. Rosie 
Greenberg had rushed to the assistance of 
her son, a policeman. Several men recog- 
nized her. They attacked thé aged woman 
and beat her into unc 10 A squad 
of policemen arrived opportunely on the 
scene and pursued two men. They darted 
into @ house arid the chase led over several 
roofs. One of the men got away, but the po- 
licemen captured his companion. :

Dr. li H. Munn ofjTopeka testified that in 
his opinion Perkins’ death was caused by 
poison taken shortly before his fall. F. N. 
Abercrombie, inspector for the Mutual Life, 
said Perkins held policies for $540,000 and 
applied for $1,355,000. " 

Perkins’ estate counsel offered no evidence, 
but objected to the hearing on the ground 
that the United States court had no jurisdic- 
tion. Judge McPherson announced that the 
question of jurisdiction would be decided by 
him Aug. 5. 


CHICAGO YACHT IS RELEASED 
FROM ROCKS IT HAD STRUCK. 


Manzanita Has a Narrow Escape from 
Turning Turtle Near Mackinac Is- 
land—Double Bottom Saves Lives.

The party on 
board included Mr. and Mrs. Price, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Tramel and son, Mrs. Stein and 
two children, and E. E. Meyer, all of Chicago. 

Manzanita was rounding Mission Point at 
a speed of twelve knots when suddenly it went 
bow on the submerged reef, Immediately it 
slipped off one rock and listed to port, and 
was about to turn turtle, when another rock 
held it from going entirely over. Two boats 
hurriedly were launched by the crew and the 
women and children taken off.

If Mr. Shurtleff is a candidate for anything 
he will be in the governorship race, and if he 
enters that it will be because it opens up into 
a free for all. If Goy. Deneen gets a hold on 
the situation Mr. Shurtleff will not be among 
those who also ran.“ 


Downstaters Watch Chicago. 

It was announced during the day that no 
effort would be made by the McEwen sup- 
porters to do campaign work in Chicago this 
summer, and so long as the Chicago situation 
remains the unsolved problem it is now there 
will be few downstate candidates in the fleld.

‘Ten Flaws Found in Charter. 

In the course of the day the democratic 
county central committee gave out its state- 
ment summarizing the objections that the 
party organization has to the charter. Let- 
ters containing copies of the statement will 
be put in the mails this morning, 5,000 to be 
sent out in the first installment. 

The objections of the democrats are listed 
as follows: 

1. It increases the burden of taxation at 
least thirty-thfee per cent. This increased 
tax will be particularly burdensome on the 
small property owners, who in turn must 
raise the rent of stores, shops, dwellings, and 
flats. . 

“2 It denies to the people of Chicago the 


es the unrepublican, undemocratic, unjust 
and monarchical principle of unequal repre- 
séntation in the city council. A scandalous 
gerrymandfer by the legislature arranges the 
political map of Chicago so as to throw 4,200 
voters in a republican ward and over 12,000 
are thrown into a democratic ward. 

. It fails to provide any means for the 
amending of the charter upon the initiative 
or demand of the people. 

“4. It denies the city the right of charging 
for the use of subsidewalk space. 

“5. While pretending to consolidate, the 
proposed charter fails to consolidate where 
consolidation was most material. Neither 
the county, the sanitary district, the im- 
provement districts, nor the forest preserve 
district of Chicago and vicinity are consoll- 
dated with the city under this charter. The 
only consolidation apparent is between the 
city and park boards; a consolidation, espe- 
cially in the case of the south parks, the wis- 
dom of which is a matter of serious debate. 


Sunday Saloon Question Involved. 


“6. This charter expressly provides that 
the power of the city council-to regulate 
Pee the selling of intoxicating 
liquofs shall be subject to the general laws of 
the state,’ which prohibit the sale or giving 
away of liquor on Sunday. A vote for the 
charter js a vote in favor of the present dram 
shop and Sunday closing law of this state as 
enforced in the rural districts. 

7. The board of education and the park 
board are made part of a powerful republican 
machine andthe right of a minority for repre- 
sentation is ignored. 

8. It destroys the efficiency of the present 
civil service law and places every employé 
and official of the city, except the city treas- 
urer, at the mercy of the mayor. It subjects 
every official and employé, including the mem- 
bers of the board of education, civil service 
commission, policemen, park police officers, 
teachers, janitors, laborers, and scrub women 
to instant @ischarge or suspension without 
the right of hearing or trial of any kind. 

9. Ignoring. the popular demand for a 
direct primary, it preserves the boss man- 
aged primaries and destroys the last vestige 
of hope for the independent voter.

| FINAL ACTION THIS MORNING 


Vote Will Decide Whether to Extend 
Time for Arbitration. 


Whether the Elgin-Ayrora interurban line 
and the net work of electric lines connecting 
a score or more of cities and villages west of 
Chicago. should immediately be tied up by a 
walkout of men operating the cars is being 
decided: at an all night meeting of the com- 
panies, which still‘was in progress at an early 
hour. 

The conductors and motormen, numbering 
about 700, Will know at 7:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing whether they will strike or temporarily 
patch up their differences with the car com- 
panies. A strike vote already has been taken 
and the men were unanimous in their demands 
that a strike be called, but the union officials 
succeeded in delaying such action in the hope 
that arbitration would prove successful. Last 
night's meeting was called for the purpose 
of deciding whether the officials should be 
given more time for making a settlement. 


Efforts to Arbitrate Checked. 


The troubles which led to the present crisis 
have been brewing for nearly three months. 
Originally the men demanded an increase 
in wages amounting to 20 per cent. There 
were several meetings with representatives 
of the company, but no settlement could be 
made. All the time the union men were de- 
manding that the union officials ‘* force their 
hand.“ 

Then about a month ago a massmeeting 
was called at Elgin. The men almost unani- 
mously voted to strike unless a settlement 
could be effected at once. Shortly after 
this the car company agreed to arbitrate. 

The union selected Attorney Jacob Le 
Boskey as its member of the arbitrating 
board and the company selected H. F. Meyer 
of South Bend, Ind. These men were to se- 
lect the third “arbitrator, but for ten days 
they have been unable to come to any deci- 
sion, 

The union officials declare that, although 
they have selected men who were known to 
be impartial, including such men as Judge 
Windes and the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, all 
selected by them were rejected by the com- 
pany. In addition to this, they declare, the 
company has insisted on presenting long ist» 
of names of men who are known enemies of 


labor. 
Find Other Grievances. 


grievances. They declare the company has 
violated a verbal agreement entered into a 
year ago under which the men were to be 
permitted to use the company’s cars without 
charge to take thefr men to and from month- 
ly union meetings. They also objected to the 
indiscrjminate discharge of men high in 
union circles upon vague charges of in- 
effictency.’’ 

It is set fofth that any man who does not 
succeed in pleasing a superintendent may - 
looked -upon as Inefficient. ‘ 

The men are tired of the company’s 
dillydallying methods,“ said Clarence Pratt, 
chairman of the executive board of the 
union, last evening. They would prefer to 
settle their differences by arbitration, but 
the company does not appear to be making 
any efforts to bring about a settlement.”

Arrests After Tour by Inspectors; 
Baskets Filled Out with 
Peach Pits and Paper. 


Without resort to any occult powers of 
perception it ie easy to see that the future 
is stored with trouble and lots of it for many 
Greek fruit dealers whose stands line the 
downtown streets of Chicago. The trouble 
is growing out of the apparent belief of many 


of such dealers that they may, without inter- 
ference by the city officials, sell their patrons } 


fruit in all stages of decay and baskets of 
peaches and plums padded out with old news- 
papers and other refuse nt for the garbage 
can. 

Health Commissioner Evans and Dr. Biehn 
ot the city laboratory, however, already have 
taken the operators of sucn petty confidence 
games in hand. Three arrests have been 
made and action will be taken today against 
other dealers. 

Attorney John A. Brown is s with 
bringing the general dissatisfaction against 
the fruit dealers to a head. His first ex- 
perience occurred late Monday evening when 
he endeavored to purchase some peaches at 
the State street fruit atore, State and Lake 


streets. 
Sixty Per Cent Good. 

Mr. Brown had picked out six peaches and 
was about to take four others that were due 
him when the fruit man, he said, calmly 
picked four decayed peaches and placed 
them in the bag. 

„ Don’t believe I can use those, „ said the 
attorney, looking at the soft balls that had 
been handed to him as peaches. 

‘* Neither can IJ,” replied the fruit man. 

In a heated argument which followed Mr. 
Brown says the fruit dealer told him that 
each purchaser was expected to accept a 
pertion of the undesirable goods in his pos- 
session, and that if he bought fruit at any 
fruit stand he would be compelled to do the 
same. 

Then Mr. Brown made a complaint to 
Health Commissioner Evans. The health 
commissioner called upon Dr. Biehn, who is 
in charge of all fruit inspection, and a sys- 
tematic inspection of the fruit dealers’ stands 
was made. 

A city inspector disembarked from an IIII- 
nols Central train early in the morning and, 
going to the stand of U. E. Glanpapas, Michi- 
gan avenue near Twelfth street, looked at a 
basket of peaches which, judged from the 
pink cheeks that lined the upper portion of 
the basket, were the finest that Michigan 
could produce. 

The pea¢hes were purchased and the in- 
spector removed the lid and began to dump 
the fruit on the fruit vender's stand. 

Don't open them here. Get away; this is 
no restaurant, „ shouted the irate merchant.

But the city inspector was persistent. He 
finished emptying the basket, which resulted 
in the following discoveries:

“ Better come over to the station with me,” 
was the only comment of the inspector. 

Gianpapas pleaded and offered to give sev- 
€ral baskets of peaches, but he was com- 
pelled to go to the Harrison street station, 
where he paid a fine of $15 and promised 
never to sell waste paper and peach stones 
again. 

James Genecondax, who keeps a stand at 
26 State street, was the next victim. Not sus- 
pecting that his patron was a city inspector, 
he endeavored to sell a quantity of decayed 
fruit to him. The city inspector refused the 
fruit and took the man to the Harrison street 
station, but later released him on the decision 
of Dr. Biehn to institute civil suits against 
all such fruit dealers. 

Other inepectors visited the fruit stands 
in Fifth avenue and along the car lines on 
Milwaukee avenue and Halsted street, where 
confidence games in the guise of business are 
said to be perpetrated on an unsuspecting 
public. These inspectors have not yet re- 
ported the result of their inquiries. 

We will close up the fruit stores that can- 
not do a legitimate business if other means of 
bringing them to time fail us,“ said Dr. 
Blehn. The chief trouble in dealing with 
them is that the average man hates to make 
a complaint and prosecute a dealer who does 
not beat him out of more than 5 or 10 cents.“

SEOUL. July 25.—The Kwan ant hill has 
been stirred to the cellar by the ex-emperor’s 
second pledge of abdication. A wave of great 
extitemént crept over the whole peninsula 
today when the new agreement with Japan 
was announced and the emiperor’s proclama- 
tion published in the provinces. 

All the privileged old women attached to the 
court arrived in crowds at the palace, condol- 
ing, weeping, waiting, and incidentally car- 
rying-away in their customary loose clothing 
everything detachable and portable. The 
palace was looted.of all possible souvenirs. 

The ex-emperor wept, saying that his efforts 
for many years had been a mistake and that 
he should himself have taken the proposed 
course, and was then unable to continue his 
speech. Knowing that the affairs of state had 
passed to a new administration, he commend- 
ed to the cabinet’s benign care his son, the 
newemperor. | 

+ Terms of New Treaty. 

The new treaty signed today by the Corean 
premier and Marquis Ito is as follows: 

The governments of Japan and Corea, in view 
of the early attainment of prosperity and strength 
ja Corea and the speedy promotion of the welfare 
of the Corean people, have agreed upon and con- 
cluded the following stipulations: 

Article 1. The government of Corea shall fol- 
low the direction of the resident general in con- 
nection with the reformot the administration. 

Article 2. Corea shall. not enact any law or 
ordinance or carry out any administrative meas- 
ure unless it has the previous approval et the 
resident general. 

Article 3. Judicial affairs of Corea shall be kept 
distinct frdmm ordinary administrative affairs. 

Article 4. No appointment or dismissal of Coreen 
officials of high grade shall be made without the 
consent of the resident general. 

Article 6. Corea shall appoint to official posi- 
tions such Japanese as are recommended by the 
resident general. 

Article 6. Corea shall not engage any foreigner 
without the consent of the resident general. 

Article 7. The first clause of the agreement be- 
tween Japan and Corea, dated Aug. 22, 1904, is 
hereby abrogated. 


Japan to Take Control Slowly. 

The Japanese plan, it is announced, is to 
take contror gradually, as there is a dearth 
in Japan of competent and available officials. 
A modern administration of Corean affairs 
would entail a draft of 1,200 officials and im- 
‘pose a deficit of three times the present rev- 
enue. 

Viscount Hayashi, the Japanese minister 
of foreign. affairs, today said that the new 
agreement contained Japan's whole program 
in Corea. His misslon accomplished, he said, 
he would return to Japan on the first. ship 
from Chemulpo: that matters now devolve 
upoti Marquis Ito, who was more than a 
premier, and whose responsibilities had more 
than doubled, adding that Japan’s responsi- 
' bilities in Corea were now enormous. Con- 
tinuing, Count Hayashi said: 

The provisions of the new agreement were 
anticipated in the protectorate agreement of 
1905, and cempleted our obligations, with the 
accompanying responsibility to protect. 
Hague-Corean deputation was inherently un- 
important, only showing the urgent necessity 
The cabinet 
is expected to continue the work of the purifi- } 
cation of the court. In the matter of sep- 
arating the emperor and ex-emperor the cab- 
inet is solely concerned, 

“Tf the fate of Corea may be regarded by 
China as à lesson, it should be a warning 
to that country to put her house in order 
ere some strong nation, whichever one might 


de moved so to do, imitated events in Seoul, 


where the ex-emperor has taken to heart the 
humiliation he has suffered. China's des- 
potism, which is the worst form of govern- 
ment, must yet reach a crisis when the pres- 
ent ruling mind has gone, and the state will 
fall a prey to intrigues.”

The Brussels dispatches say that King 
Leopold’s long struggle to retain his per- 
sonal and profitable sovereignty over the 
Congo Independent State is nearing an 
end. It is promised that the administra- 
tion of Congo affairs, civil. and military, 
will pass from the hands of the king into 
those of the Belgian government. Per- 
haps that is.the intention, but it devolves 
on the powers which took part in the 
congress of Berlin to satisfy themselves 
that the transfer is to be actual and not 
nominal. ' | 

The powers should insist also upon pro- 
visions for the effectual curbing of the 
power of the trading companies. An Af- 
rican trader within his sphere’ of action 
is apt to be much more of an undesirable 
autocrat than any government official. 
Unless practical steps shall be taken to 
keep within bounds the men who go to 
the Congo to make money there will be 
renewed charges of Congo atrocities.

The public would like to be 
told by the magazine investigator what 
is the matter with Manhattan. 


ABOUT THE POLICE. 
There has been some improvement in 
the police force since the present chief 
Was put at the head. The control of 


traffic is perceptibly better, gambling is 
kept more or less under cover, the levee 


districts are not run wide open, and slot 


‘machines are not much in evidence. 


But there is a lot more to be done. Tum 
TRIBUNE believes that the chief will ac- 
complish little by occasional transfers. He 
will have to go to the root of the evil and 
reach the undesirable members of the 
force. If an incompetent or a grafter is 
transferred from the field in which he has 
loafed or levied tribute upon citizens it is 
not likely that his character will be im- 
proved. Indeed, his example may result 


in influencing other members of the force 


to imitate him. . 
Very little will be accomplished by mild 
admonitions issuing from the chief’s or- 
fice. Virtue will not be inculcated in the 
vicious by an order to be good. What is 
required is a real investigation of police 
conditions. Charges should be preferred 
against the unfit and dishonest members 
of the force and they should be discharged 
by the civil service commission, The way 
to reform the police force is to get rid of 
the “ undesirable citizens who are on it. 


CIVIL SERVICE CONSULS. | 
Under the present rules of the state 
department fifty-four men were desig- 
nated to be examined for consular ap- 
pointments, Of these thirty-eight pre- 
sented themselves for examination and 
thirteen have passed. No one can present 
himself for examination who is not first 
recommended to the state department as 


a suitable person, and the amount of 


political or other influence necessary to 
get one’s name upon the list probably 


would have sufficed under the old rules 


to secure an appointment. And yet more 
than one-fourth of the candidates refused 
to stand the test of examination of their 
qualifications, and less than one-fourth 
passed the examination after special 
preparation. 

This result raises the question, what 
must have been the mental equipment of 
the men who were appointed consuls un- 


der the old rules? They were usually val- 


uable men in their ‘own lines, but for that 
reason it Would habe been hard to con- 
vince; them that they were not fitted to 
be consuls. ven experience did not al- 
ways teach them this useful lesson. Mem 
without knowledge of any language ex- 
cept their mother tongue, with little ‘ac- 
quaintance with business or commercial 
geography, not interested in the consular 
office except as affording a small salary 
on which to live in a foreign land, went 
away, lived one to four years abroad, and 
returned without once suspecting that, as 
consuls,. they had been total failures. 

The country is under obligations to Sec- 
retary ‘Root for the improvement of the 
consular service by putting it on a civil 
service business basis. This is a trading 
nation, and American consuls have a rela- 
tion to the trade of this country hardly 
less important than the relation of minis- 
ters and ambassadors to the political in- 
terests of the country. Under the new 
system the daily consular bulletins of the 
state départment have increased in value, 
They contain stimulating suggestions to 
the manufacturers and merchants of this 
country who are shrewd enough to take 
advantage of them, and prove to be worth 
all that the, consular system costs,

Sotheby's, in London, of a wonderful 

Collection of ancient books and price- 
less manuscripts, which are wrongfully de- 
scribed as belonging to the duke of Al- 
temps. In the first place, there is no duke 
of Altemps. But the collection, a considera- 
ble portion of which is said to have been 
purchased by J. Pierpont Morgan, comes 
from the grand old Altempo palace in Rome. 
In olden times it was a monastery, and in 
the middle 
bellished, and arranged as a residence by 
the celebrated Cardinal Marco Altempo. At 
his death he bequeathed it to his natural son, 
Robert Altempo, for whom he procured the 
papal title of duke of Galese, and who mar- 
ried a Princess Orsini. 

Toward the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury there remained of the Altempo family 
only Dona Lucretia and a cousin, Count 
Albert. For the sake of family interests it 
was decided that the cousins should ye mh 
After a few years Count Albert died, le n@ 
a widow and a daughter. The latter did no 
long survive him, and so his widow, Dona

patrimony of the house of Altempo. 

In 1850, when the French troops were in 
Rome, Dona Lucretia perceived one day 
from the window of the Altempo palace 
a remarkably handsome soldier of one of the 
French dragoon regiments, who was groom- 
ing his horse. She made some pretext to send 
for him, and thus made his acquaintance. 
Under the circumstances it was only natural 
that this should ripen into something 
warmer, and it was not long before, through 
her influence, the French dragoon, Jules 
Hardouln, was offered a commission in the 
papal army, whereupon he married her and 
quitted the military servite. Pius IX. tooka 
great fancy to the ex-dragoon, and revived in 
his favor the old Ajtempo dukedom of 
Galese. Within a year Dona Lucretia died, 
leaving a baby girl, who soon followed her to 
the grave. Of course the father was his 
childs heir, and thus the grand old Altempo 
palace, one of the finest in Rome, and the 
great Altempo possessions passed to the ex- 
French soldier. 

> 


The duke of Galese did not long remain a 
widower. He soon contracted another mar- 
riage, his second wife being Dona Natalia 
Lezzani, a beautiful girl of distinguished 
family. Of this marriage the duke, who died 
a couple of years ago, had two children, the 
eldest, Don Luigi, married to a daughter of 
the prince of Belmonte, while the girl, Dona 
Maria, in an evil moment became infatuated 
with Sig. Rapagnetta, better known under 
his pen name of Gabriele @ Annunzio.” 

She insisted upon marrying him, despite the 
opposition of her father and brother. But 
after a few years of unhappy union Dona 
Maria was led by the novelist’s misconduct, 
above all by his association with one of the 
most famous of Italian actresses, to separate 
from him, taking up her residence at Paris 
with her children. He treated the actress 
quite as badly as he did his wife, and there- 
upom managed to hypnotize the widowed 
daughter of ex-Premier Rudini to such an 
extent that her family was compelled to ju- 
dicially deprive her of the control of her for- 
tune in order to prevent her from ruining 
herself and her children for his sake. 

This particular affaire de cceur of the nov- 
elist lasted longer than the others, possibly 
on account of the notoriety which it brought 
him, for de is consumed with vanity and 
egotism, like so many geniuses.. He endeav- 
ored to marry her, and, as there is no divorce 
in Italy, he made an attempt to secure letters 
of naturalization as a citizen of Switzerland 
in order to obtain from the Swiss tribunals a 
decree of divorce. But the Swiss authorities, 
appreciating the fact that his sole object in 
applying for Helvetian citizenship was to 
evade the laws of his own country, declined to 
grant him letters of naturalization, and the 
consequence is that his marriage to the 
daughter of the late duke of Galese remains 
still undissolved.

‘only has the prince de Sagan judgments re- 
corded against him in almost every capital 
of Europe but he has also spent nearly a year 
in prison at Paris on charges of forgery and

It is a positive fact that he obtained con- 
siderable sums of money on acceptances to 
which he had himself added the name of the 
late Max Lebaudy, one of the sons and heirs 
of the multi-millionaire sugar refiner, Le- 
baudy. The prince de Sagan claims that 
when he affixed Lebaudy’s signature to the 
bills and negotiated them he did so with Le- 
baudy’s authority, and for their joint benefit, 
Lebaudy being at the time short of cash 
owing to the efforts of his relatives to arrest 
his insane extravagance. It cannot be de- 
nied that when the bills were signed and dis- 
counted the prince de Sagan and Le Petit 
Sucrier,”’ as young Lebaudy was nicknamed, 
were on terms of the closest intimacy, that 
subsequently they quarreled bitterly, and 
that the repudiation by Lebaudy of the sig- 
nature to the notes was one of the results of 
the dispute. 7

Be that as it may, the bill discounters 
brought proceedings against the prince for 
forgery and fraud. His mother, famous 
throughout the greater part of her life as 
princesse de Sagan, offered to compromise 
with the prosecutors and to induce them to 
withdraw their proceedings if he would sur- 
render his birthright to his younger brother, 
Boson, count de Talleyrand-Perigord, sol- 
disant duke of Valencay, and ex-son-in-law 
of former Vice President Levi P. Morton. 
But Helie de Sagan preferred jail to selling 
his birthright, and eventually his mother, 
who died two years ago as duchess of Talley- 
rand, was shamed by King Edward in par- 
ticular and by other old friends into paying 
off the bill discounters, and in thus securing 
the unconditional Mberation and the aban- 
donment of criminal proceedings against her 
elder son, whom she detested, but who was 
his father’s favorite.

She left every vestige of her fortune at her 
disposal to her younger son, Boson, who en- 
joys the distinction of having been pilled 
by an altogether extraordinary number of 
black balls at the ultra smart club of the 
Rue Royale, at the instigation of his father, 
the then president, and who makes use of the 
title of duke of Valencay, to which he has 
not a vestige of right. It isa dignity that be- 
longs to his father, who for a number of years 
past has been completely imbecile and under 
restraint—was, indeed, in that condition be- 
fore the death of his own father placed him 
in possession of the family honors, so that he 
could not have transferred any of his titles to 
Boson, whom he notoriously abhorred. 

The old duke, once the arbiter of all mascu- 
line elegance and chic in France, is duke of 
Talleyrand, duke of Perigord, duke of Valen- 
cay, and Prussian duke of Sagan; and on his 
death—he is now 76 years old—Helie de 
Talleyrand, the spendthrift, bankrupt, dis-

Talleyrand-Perigord, widow of Prince 
Charles Furstenberg, is now the wife of Boni 
de Castellane’s elder brother, Count Jean de 
Castellane. Another cousin, Maurice de Tal- 
leyrand-Perigord, duc de Dine, enjoys the 
questionable distinction of having divorced 
in turn two American wives.

With Prince Helle de Sagan unable to 
find a wife reason of his antecedents and 
insolvency, as well as his colossal debts, and 
Boson de Talleyrand debarred from marry- 
ing by the laws of the Roman Catholic church 
and by his deplorable reputation, with 
the childlessness of the marriage of their 
cousin, Louis, comte de Perigord, only son 
of the duc de Montmorency, and the absence 
of male issue to the two American marriages 
of the duc de Dino, it looks as if the con- 
tinuance of this historic French house of 
Talleyrand-Perigord depended entirely upon 
its Prussian branch, in the person of the two

A great many critics have spoken of Thor- 
eau's life as a failure. They say that it be- 
gins nowhere and ends nowhere. He is never 
making progress toward anything—there 18 
no getting onward, and upward—no climax. 
And this is all true. Judging by ordinary 
standards, we must set down Thoreau’s life 
as a failure. But if we change our point of 
view and judge him by what I believe is a 
much more appropriate standard, we shall 
I think, find that his life has been a great 
guccess. 

We are all able to do good in this world, 


acts of charity, others by little deeds of gen- 
tleness or kindness, others by strict devotion 
to duty—whether we are business men or 
professional men, or farmers, or what you 
please. It seems to me that Thoreau did a 
great deal of good by the example he gave 
us of.a clean, pure, upright, honorable life.

No better evidence that the iron market 18 
growing weak can be found than in the week- 
ly letter of Rogers, Brown & Co. Nearly al- 
ways consistently bullish on iron prices, the 
weekly letter of the firm seldom fails to record 
that quotations are firm, While the last let- 
ter, issued under date of July 27, also notes 
firmness, the expression may be accepted as 
one largely of force of habit. The letter 
itself reads: ' 

„Some activity was noted in this market 
during the week. The movement was con- 
fined largely to small lots for prompt deliv- 
ery, with an occasional round lot. Some 
sales were made for delivery over the first 
quarter of next year, and, naturally, much 
lower prices were made than for this year's 
business. Prices generally may be said 
to be a little firm. 

The usual trading at reduced figures for 
misfit grades is going on to the extent of the 
tennage offered. Furnaces in this particular 
district are busy delivering contract iron, 
and no accumulations are found in their 
yards. Thé movement of iron is delayed at 
times on account of inadequate car supply, 
but, as far as can be seen, the regular grades 
are moving out as fast as made. 

Some apprehension is felt here on account 
of the labor disturbances at the ore docks 
and on the Lake Superior ore ranges. Every 
day that operations are tied up means that 
‘much less tonnage to be brought down this 
year. It can be readily seen that any pro- 
longed trouble of this character may affect 
the iron market.“
